Attitude o! General Carranza 


Continues to Excite Some 


Misgivings. 


Washington, 
April 
29.—The 
next 
move in the mediation proceedings 
probably will be a suggestion by the 
governments of Chile, Argentina and 
Brazil, designed to end, at least tem­ 
porarily, internal strife in Mexico. 
It 
was learned that the representatives 
of the three South American repub­ 
lics already have formulated the ten­ 
tative draft of a proposal of this 
character to be sent to all factions in 
Mexico. 
As understood here the plan con­ 
templates an invitation to Huerta, 
Carranza and |K)ssibIy Zapata to desig­ 
nate representatives who may confer 
in regard to ways and means of bring­ 
ing an end to the strife and dissen- 
sions among Mexicans which have 
torn the republic from one end to the 
other for the last two or three years 
and which now have threatened to 
plunge the country into a war with 
the United States. As necessary corol­ 
lary to such conferences a temporary 
suspension of ail hostilities between 
the Mexican factious undoubtedly will 
be suggested. 
Hope for Good Results. 
In formulating such 
a 
plan 
the 
South American diplomats show clear­ 
ly that their intention in opening the 
present negotiations goes beyond the 
mere settlement of the acute situation 
between Huerta and the United States, 
that they are hopeful of being able to 
bring out ot the present negotiations 
results which will remove the cause 
of irritation between this government 
and Mexico and which will restore 
peace and order in the Southern re­ 
public. 
A move of this character by the rep­ 
resentatives of Chile, Brazil and Ar­ 
gentina is regarded here as more like­ 
ly of success than any plan that has 
been suggested thus far. 
By taking 
the initiative themselves the media­ 
tors will avoid the irritation which 
certainly would be caused by the par­ 
ticipation of the United States govern­ 
ment itself in any such suggestion. It 
was in fact only six months or so ago 
when re sid e n t Wilson himself made 
such a proposal to Huerta. 


Huerta Showed Resentment. 
When he aunt John Lind to Mexico 
oat of the proposals was that Huerta 
should enter into an agreement with 
all other factions in Mexico for a sus­ 
pension of hostilities pending a gen­ 
eral constitutional election. The Wil­ 
son proposals, however, were tied to 
others which were particularly offen­ 
sive to Huerta and Huerta rejected all 
of them with a considerable show of 
resentment. 
With the United 
States entirely 
eliminated, and with the proposals 
emanating from peoples of a kindred 
blood and with many common inter­ 
ests, Huerta may be disposed to give 
these suggestions careful considera­ 
tion. 
The plan of the mediators would 
seem to suggest that they hoped to 
get some plan for the settlement of 
Mexico's internal differences before 
they make any definite move in regard 
to the adjustment of the acute situa­ 
tion between the United States and 
Huerta. 


Carranza May Be Obstacle. 
Carranza is likely to prove a greater 
obstacle to the carrying out of this 
plan than Huerta himself. 
The lead­ 
er of the Constitutionalists has been 
making rapid inroads recently upon 
the territory of the Mexican dictator 
and, flushed with victory, he probably 
will balk at entering into any confer­ 
ence with representatives of Huerta 
and other factions in Mexico. 
All that Carranza and Villa havo 
asked from this government is a free 
inflow of arms and ammunition across 
the border and they have boasted that 
within a few months at the most they 
would have swept on victoriously to 
Mexico City. 
Under these conditions Carranza is 
likely to resist stubbornly any sug­ 
gestions which might involve a sacr^ 
hee of the fruits of his labors. Should 
Villa stand firmly behind him the sit­ 
uation might be hopeless, but the mili­ 
tary leader of the Constitutionalists 
has given evidence recently of a very 
liberal spirit toward the United States 
and there are strong hopes that he 
may prevail over the nominal head 
of the Constitutionalist party. 
No word has been received here 
from Carranza in reply to the original 
proposal of mediation. 
It Is assumed

American Officers Take Action at Vera 
« Cruz. 
Washington, 
April 
29.—Admiral 
Fletcher telegraphed the navy de­ 
partment that he has taken charge 
of San Juan d’Ulloa prison at Vera 
Cruz, on account of the “frightful con­ 
ditions” discovered there. 
He said that 325 prisoners, who had 
not been accused of any misdemeanor 
or crime whatever, arrested within the 
last two months in order to force them 
into the federal army, were confined 
in the prison. 
Admiral Fletcher recommended that 
these be released immediately and 
Secretary Daniels so ordered by tele­ 
graph. 
There were confined in addi­ 
tion forty five prisoners sentenced for 
crime and seventv-flve awaiting trial. 
These will be held pending further 
investigation of their cases by the 
American authorities.

$6,289,644. after payment of the regu­ 
lar dividends on the preferred and 
common shares of the United States 
Steel corporation, reported by the di­ 
rectors. was accepted in financial and 
trade quarters as further proof of the 
adverse conditions now prevailing in 
the steel and iron Industry. 
Of the $12,658,700 required to meet

Cannot Get Away From It. 
Senator Kern cannot get away from 
his past life. 
Having been a newspa­ 
per man and then turned Into a lawyer 
aud afterward a statesman, he still 
finds the newspaper tag hanging to 
him. 
The other day he had a letter 
read in the senate which said: 
“You are a ‘reformed’ newspaper 
man yourself and will appreciate the 
tricks of the newspaper game."

in Indiana will always remind him of 
that fact. 
Must Be a Success. 
It was known that at the close of 
business a month ago the postal de­ 
posits amounted to $41,500,000. 
That 
would indicate that the new scheme Is 
a success. An effort is being made to 
amend the laws so as to include large 
deposits. 
This is done with special 
reference to foreigners who send their 
money abroad and do not deposit if iu 
any bank, but are willing to take it to 
a government Institution because they 
have faith in the stability of the gov­ 
ernment. 


Not a Wooden Figure. 
Whatever they may say about Vice 
President 
Marshall—and 
there 
are 
quite a number of senators who criti­ 
cise him privately—he is not going to 
be simply a wooden figure in the pre­ 
siding officer’s chair. 
Ile frequently 
Injects himself into the affairs of tho 
senate, and not a great while ago he 
remarked that there wus a rule of the 
senate that a point of order was not 
debatable. 
This he injected into re­ 
marks that were being made by a sen 
fttor who proposed to debate a point of 
order. 
A little later Mr. Marshall also said 
that the rules nre more honored In the 
breach than in the observance. 
The 
vice president has declared that he in 
tends to enforce the rules as he finds 
them, aud that Is what makes the 
trouble. The senators have heretofore 
allowed the rules to be broken when­ 
ever it suited their convenience and 
enforced them only when the “elder 
statesmen” thought it would be to 
their advantage.

STATE WITHOUT IRSURANCE 


South Dakota Depends on Fireproof 
State Buildings. 
Pierre, S. D., April 29.—South Da­ 
kota state buildings soon will be with­ 
out insurance. 
After paying $116,130 
in premiums the state is allowing all 
policies to lapse. The legislature sev­ 
eral years ago passed a law requiring 
all new state buildings to be fire­ 
proof. 
The last session made provi­ 
sion for a continuing appropriation of 
$ 150, OOO to meet any emergency that 
might arise from fire loss and elim­ 
inated all appropriations for insur­ 
ance.
